Examiner stated that the Group I claims, 1-9, are classified in Class 216, subclass 59, and 
the Group II claims, 10-14, are classified in Class 156, subclass 345.25. While the process of 
Group I, and the apparatus of Group II may be distinct for the reasons set forth by the Examiner, 
Applicants believe that simultaneous examination will not present an undue burden. For 
example, as stated in the Manual of Patent Classification under the heading of Class 216, "Class 
216 is an integral part of Class 156. It incorporates all the definitions, rules, and hierarchy 
pertaining to subject matter of Class 156." Accordingly, a search either class would include the 
other class because Class 216 is an integral part of Class 156. Under such circumstances, the 
Examiner is encouraged to maintain all claims in the same application. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the restriction requirement and examination of all claims is 
respectfully requested.
